By their policy OL plunderins Netherlands indu: try and agriculture the 
occupying authorities acted in a manner conpletely contrary to the rule of

In contravention of the rule in Art. 50 "по general penalty pecuniary 
or otherwise, shall be inflicted upon the population on account of the act: 
of individuals for which they cannot be rerarded as jointly or severally 
responsible". The German occupant freauently punished people for crimes 
which they aid not commit. At first this took the form of the taking of 
hostages in advance, who were placed in & camp, and of whom 5 were shot, 
following a crime committed against Germany in Rotterdam on loth August 

e 1942. In later years there were innumerable other cases in which punish- 
ments were inflicted collectively or on inaividuals other than those who 
actually committed a crime. Tnis includes the so-called exorbitant expia- 
tory fines as well as imprisonment. Ап instance is the treatment of the 
population of Putten, where punishment took place on а 1агре scale, as 
well as other individual cases (for instance in tne Lairessestraat at 
Amsterdam, where some persons were shot for crimes in which they were in 
no way involved). Already in July 1944 600 people nad been shot according 
to the official register., In connection with the attack on Rauter about 
400 new victims vere snot on "7 March 1945. 

Sometimes the family of the criminal was taken, but frenuently victims 
were chosen quite arbitrarily, often from among those already in prison, 
of from among the inhabitants of houses in the vicinity of which the crime 
was alleged to have been committed. Sometimes there was an arbitrary спојсе 
from among the inhabitants of a town where sabotage had taken place. 

This idea of collective punishment was expressed not only in indivicual

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In Westerbork -of which we need not give a description here- 12.000 to 
15.000 persons used to live at the same time; they were housed in huts,

All Jewish Netherlanders, whom the Germans could lay their hands on 
-with the exception of a small group of exempted persons- were brourht 
together here; hospitals, old аге потез, institutions for the blind and othei 
disabled persons were emptied in огде: to concentrate the inmates in West- 
bork for deportation.

Even sick people were 
loaded into goods vans. Every deporte аз allowed to take maximum 15 kilo- 
rans of luggage with him. The choice of those to be deported was more or 
less arbitrary; some were able to get their deportation temporarily pc 
poned by means of so-called "operr" stamps. In the Autumn of 945, all 
tnose who had been interned at Vught - a number of about 1.200 - were dà

The 
hand in "Z-tickets" for all the persons employed by them between the ages 
of 18 and 45, on which had to be stated to what extent tnose ployees were 
essential for the continuation of the industry. If these tickets were not 
handed in within the fixed time, the business would be closed айа employer 
and employees deported. This action had no result. So many fake tickets were 
applied for by the Chambers of Commerce and Industry (the industrial and 
other business organisations (vakgroepen) had bluntly refused), and handed 
in to the appointed central German bureau, that it became impossible to 
single out the right statements from the false ones. 

It is true that the labour offices were introouced in the scheme for 
sorting out and checking up the tickets, but tnese were just the same faced 
with an inextricable puzzle, whereas moreover the civil servants of the 
offices prevented the ordering of the tickets by sabotage. 

The result was that in the lest month of 1945 апа the greater part of 
1944, relatively for were deported. 

This changed in November 1944. The Germans then started a ruthless cam 
paign for man-power, passing by the labour offices. Without warning, they 
lined off whole quarters of the town, seized people in the streets or in 


the houses апа deported then, 
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In Rotterdam and Schiedam where these raids (razziats) took place on 
10 апа 11 November, the amount of people thus deported vas estimated at 
90,000 апа 5,000 respectively. 

In other places where the raids were held later, the numbers were much 
lower, because one was forwarned by the events. The ИДЯХЖ exact ficures are 
not known as they have never been published by the mexuxxkismyx occupants. 

Ihe people thus seized were put to work partly in the Netherlands 
partly in Germany. A great number returned home later, either secretly (and 
then often assisted by the inderrround movement), or with permission of the 
Germans 1п connection with their indispensability for the food distribution 
or tor other importent industries or services. (In these raids even police 

rsonnel had not been spared). 

In а later "proclamation" published round about X-mas 1944, it was announ- 
ced from the German side that the raids were meant not only for the "manpo- 
wer mobilisation" but also to prevent the civil population joining in battle 
actions as had happened in France and Belgium. In this "proclamation" all 
nale persons from 16 to 59 years included, were called up to report for the 
manpower mobilisation in the beginning of January 1945, Good wages and good 
care weve promised. Refusal to answer the call-up would be severely punished. 


Nevertheless only a few reported, amongst whom а part were driven by hunger. 


However, figures are not available, because the Germans did not publish tho- 
se. Many people below 40 had their birthdate on their identification card 
and other papers changed, to evade the order, 

In many cases these falsifications vere taken саге of by the civil ser- 
vants of the Register Offices. 

Ine events of the war then took such a turn that further deportations 
But still in the North апа East of the country, many men 
up to 60 yearsm were seized and forced to build defence works in the neigh- 
bourhood of their homes. Such "requisition", for which a decree for civil 
conscription had been issued in 1941, had taken place in former years al- 

eady on a large scale in the Western part of the country.
